Unusual Large Number Of 
Rabid Dogs Running 
Throughout State 


HARRISBURG. Mar. 27.—An un- 
usually large numb« r oi rabid dogs 
liave made* their appeiran re in sev­ 
era.! sections of the commonwealth, 
according to the bureau of animal 
industry, Pennsylvania Department 
of Agriculture. 
Forty positive cases of rabies in 
dogs were found by the bureau dur­ 
ing January and February this ¿ear 
14 persons were reported bitten and 
444 anim als were exposed. 
In tak ­ 
ing the usual precautionary steps, 
the bureau quarantined 427 dog? 
and other animals on 190 premises. 
In addition, 75 dogs were killed by 
owners as a safeguard to rabies. 
The section where rabies is most 
prevalent are those near large cen­ 
ters of ;► pula Lon. a? for example 
in Chester, Delaware and Lancaster 
counties in the southeast, Luzerne 
in the east and Allegheny and Fay­ 
ette in the west. 
The state has been handling, so 
far this year, the rabies situation 
under the special or individual q u ar­ 
antine where specific premises and 
uogs are placed under strict control 
A: present, the officials arc watching 
the situation very closely and if con­ 
ditions should warrant, a general 
quarantine may be necessary in cer­ 
tain localities. 
The secret to the control of rabies 
is th< control of dogs running at 
large, officials state. For that rea­ 
son. the department is urgently re­ 
questing dog owners to keep their 
animal? under control at all times 
Municipal authorities and civic or­ 
ganizations are asked to assist in 
protecting t ìeir citizens from rabies 
by insisting that dogs be kept under 
control, and by reporting promptly 
all dog? aorng in a manner suspi­ 
cious of rabies. 
Reports should be 
made to the local veterinarian, the 
nearest district office of the bureau 
of animal industry, or directly to 
the bureaus main office in Harris 
burg.

LA JOLLA, Calif., Mar. 27.—You 
feel the warmth of the sun when it 
shines on you through #a window, 
but you get your skin burned by ex­ 
posure to the sun's direct rays when 
you go bathing. 
Just why this difference in the 
effect of sunlight on the 
human 
body is the topic of a new scien­ 
tific study at the Scripps Institu­ 
tion of Oceanography of the Uni­ 
versity of California here. 
It is all a question of light rays 
of different wave lengths. 
The study is made possible by a 
new instrument called a thermo­ 
electric pyranometer, which is more 
sensitive than any other machine 
ever used to record the rapid chang­ 
es m the amount of sunlight received 
on earth.

model for several weeks. It is still 
j far from completed. Every detail 
is being worked out to coincide with 
the concrète construction of the ac- 
f tual dam. Plaster and celluloid are 
used, according to the engineers in 
charge because concrete would not 
not show a sufficient sensitivity. 
The model dam is built layer bv 
layer. Each layer of celluloid 
and 
plaster must be thoroughly harden­ 
ed before the next layer is laid.

Once completed the model dam 
will be tested by means of mercury

test

An unusual shortage of housing fac­ 
ilities for students exists on many 
campuses of the 52 land-grant col­ 
leges in the United States, this con­ 
dition being only slightly better at 
Pennsylvania State College than in 
the country as a whole, according 
to a survey of land-grant colleges 
and universities, conducted by the 
Office of Education, just made pub­ 
lic by t*he Department of the Inter­ 
ior. 
Capital investments of the insti­ 
tutions throughout the country dur­ 
ing 1928, with special reference to 
dormitories for men and women 
students, were appraised in the sur­ 
vey requested by the colleges with 
the discovery that only 4.8 per cent 
of the colleges’ total outlay of $427,- 
005,366 was invested in dormitories 
In 44 of the institutions examined 
with a total enrollment of 136,000 
students, the number living in dor­ 
mitories was 21,000, or 15 per cent 
of the entire student body. 
Similar investments of Pennsyl­ 
vania State College amounted to 


424 were housed in dormitories, or 
only 10.5 per cent of 
the 
entire 
student body, which was consider­ 
ably below the 15 per cent for the 
country as a whole. 
Of the total number of students 
living in the dormitories of Penn­ 
sylvania State College, only 183 were 
male and 241 female, it was pointed 
out in the report.
